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DETAILED ACTION 

This office action follows a response filed on February 11, 2005. Claims 1-20 are pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Chino et al 
(U.S. 2002/0022700) for the same reasons set forth I the previous office action. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicants traverse the rejection of claims over Chino et al Applicants arguments filed 
have been considered fully, but they are not persuasive. Applicants submit by declaration under 
37 C.F.R. 1.131 that the listing of group I compounds in claims 21-23 of the publication are in 
error. While this may be the case, it is noted that the subject matter of the claims are considered 
part of the disclosure. The casual reader of the patent, therefore, would glean that the invention 
may be practiced equally well using NaX, KX, and LiX, as per claims 21-23. One turning to the 
publication on June 20, 2001 (a day after the filing date), would not be cognizant of Applicant's 
purported error, and he would be able to practice readily the invention and still meet the subject 
matter of the instant claims. In fact, # the skilled artisan would read the disclosure and come to 
the conclusion that use of group I compounds was overlooked when writing the detailed 
description of the invention. The fact remains that the publication discloses the subject matter of 
the instant claims. 

In light of this and previous discussions, the rejection of record has not been withdrawn.
